The  State  of  New  Hampshire. 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Whitefield,  in  the  Comity,  of 
Coos,  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  affairs    You  are  hereby 
notified  to  meet  at  Town  Hall,  in  said  Whitefield,  on  Tuesday,  the  13th 
day  of  March  next,  at  nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon 
the  following  subjects,  viz. 
1st      To  choose  a  Town  Clerk. 
2nd     To  choose  three  Selectmen 
3rd      To  choose  a  Treasurer. 

4th      To  choose  all  other  necessary  Town  Officers. 

5th      To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray 

Town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriation 

for  the  same. 

6th      To  raise  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  maintenance 

and  building  of  highways  and  bridges. 
7th      To  raise  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper  obser- 
vance of  Memorial  Day,  and  appropriate  the  same  to  the 

use  of  the  local  Grand  Army  Post. 
8th      To  raise  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  maintenance 

and  building  of  sidewalks. 
9th      To  raise  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purchase  of 

books,  and  paying  all  other  expenses  of  the  Public  Library. 
10th    To  raise  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purchase  of 

school  books  and  supplies. 
11th    To  raise  such  sums  as  the  Town  may  deem  expedient  to  pay  on 

the  Town  debt. 

12th    To  raise  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  maintenance 

and  building  of  sewers. 
13th    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  hire 

by  Town  note,  such  sums  as  they  deem  necessary  to  pay 

current  bills  the  year  ensuing. 
14th    To  see  how  much  the  Town  will  raise  to  support  street  lights. 
15th    To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  for 

band  concerts  during  the  summer  of  1906. 
l(>th    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  the  highway  leading  past 

the  Mt.  View  House.

We  respectfully  submit  for  your  consideration  the  annual  report  of 
the  town  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  Feb.  15th,  1906 

Highways.  The  condition  of  our  roads  remains  about  as  reported 
one  year  ago  and  while  our  road  agents  have  done  good  and  faithful 
work  with  the  means  and  material  at  their  command  yet  the  process 
of  permanent  improvement  must  of  necessity  be  slow  and  it  will  re- 
quire a  number  of  years  to  cover  the  fifty  or  more  miles  of  roads  in  the 
town. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that,  that  piece  of  road  leading  from  the 
milk  factory  to  the  foot  of  Page  Hill  has  been  regraded  and  macadem- 
izedfor  a  distance  of  about  thirteen  hundred  feet.  This  work  was 
done  by  one  of  our  road  agents  under  the  direction  of  the  State  En- 
gineer at  a  cost  of  $1,322.61. 

Sidewalks.  But  little  work  has  been  done  the  past  year  on  our 
sidewalks  and  many  of  them  are  in  a  very  unsafe  condition  and  the  sum 
of  one  thousand  dollars  is  needed  to  put  them  in  proper  condition. 

Sewers.  As  will  be  seen  by  our  report  the  cost  of  maintaining  this 
department  has  slightly  exceeded  the  approporation,  but  the  cost  of 
maintaining  our  present  sewers  if  no  new  work  is  contemplated  should 
not  be  very  large  the  coming  year. 

Finances.  We  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  financial  condition  of 
the  town  is  in  a  good  condition,  but  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  would 
be  wise  to  raise  a  small  amount  annually  towards  reducing  the  debt. 

To  the  itemized  report  we  invite  your  attention.
